60 EXECUTED 
IN YUGOSLAVIA 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Oct. 2.— 
(P)—The newspaper Pester Lloyd 
reported today execution of more 
than 60 persons in the southern 
Banat region of former Yugoslavia 
for recent killings, attempted train 
wrecks and other sabotage. Twelve 
were reported hanged for a train 
wreck. 

The status of Hungarians in that 
section had not yet been settled, 
Germans occupying the southern 
Banat and Hungarian troops the 
northern area of the former Yugo- 
slav district. : 

The newspaper Magyarosac said 
42 other persons had been execut- 
ed in the Banat and that the Ger- 
mans had threatened to hang 38 
more now in Nagybeckerek prison. 

Throughout the Banat area the 
civil population was reported be- 
ing held responsible for guarding 
railroads at night until October 
11. Authorities promised immu- 
nity to any persons who would 
come out of hiding and surrender 
any weapons they possessed. 

Eighteen persons were sentenced 
to prison in Budapest itself by 
a military court for high treason 
and espionage. They got 13 to 15 
years.

The city is an important junc- 
tion on the Lunghai and Peiping- 
Hankow railroads, which traverse 
Honan from east to west and north 
to south. 

Chengchow Saved, 

It was in June, 1938, that the 
Chinese saved Chengchow by 
dynamiting the dikes on the Yel- 
low river between that city and 
the capital, Kaifeng, flooding a 
strip of country 10 miles wide. 

The altered stream has remained 
for three years as a barrier to 
the Japanese. 

The provincial name, “Honan,” 
means “south of the river” while 
“Hunan” means south of the lake.” 

The Hunan province campaign, 
now ending after a brief Japanese 
push southward, was in territory 
where the Japanese suffered a 
rankling defeat in October, 1939.

At the same time Japanese 
troops in the mountains of south- 
eastern Shansi province were said 
to have slain approximately 4,000 
Chinese in mopping-up operations 
designed to relieve pressure on 
Japanese bases. 

In Hunan province, the Chinese 
were reported to have lost 14,000 
men in attempting to stop a Japa- 
nese offensive which the Japa- 
nese said had carried into the pro- 
vincial capital of Changsha. The

Churchill Not Aslee 

There is strong circumstantial evidence that 
Germany's air attacks on the five northeast 
English towns Tuesday night were struck at 
forces Great Britain had been preparing for an 
invasion or for strong raids on Norwegian areas 
or vulnerable points on the North sea coast. 
The fact that casualties were reported heavy 
indicates that troop concentrations might have 
been major targets. 

Coming almost immediately after Winston 
Churchill's disclosures in the house of com- 
mons that invasion raids had been discussed, 
the raids indicate the Germans were doing 
more than retaliating for British raids or seek- 
ing to disprove the prime minister’s statement 
that their air force was thinly spread. The 
Nazi mentality would have dictated a raid on 
London, Liverpool or Birmingham, certainly not 
on the towns of the northeast coast. 

The British undoubtedly have been pre- 
paring for some moves against Germany. It 
is not Churchill’s nature to remain idle. His 
mind works in the channel of attack, unex- 
pected and dramatic attack which is daring 
yet sound if properly executed. 

Though we in this country might chafe 
at the apparent inactiom of the British it can 
only be evident to the fair-minded observer 
that Churchill is not going to strike where or 
when the Germans expect him. That is part 
of his value as prime minister. The Germans 
know he is unpredictable, brilliant and daring 
in’ the formulation of his strategy. The Darda- 
nelles attack of the last war, although a fail- 
ure, was later proved to have been near success 
and failed only because proper support of all 
arms of the service was not given. The Zee- 
brugge raids were successful and terrifically 
costly to the Germans—they were Churchill 
raids, masterfully conceived, swiftly struck and 
magnificently executed. Certain it is he i= not 
going to telegraph Hitler that “we'll land at 
dawn.” 

He has other plans for the rendezvous.

Business Consultants 
The United States Department of Commerce, 
_in connection with its department of commerce 
field service, will shortly assign, one to each 
federal reserve district, twelve specially trained 
regional business consultants. ; 

These men have been undergoing special 
training for their new duties in Washington, 
since last June. A majority of them came to the 
government directly from business. They aver- 
age about 40 years in age and have been selected 
for their judgment, experience and ability to 
co-operate with businessmen. 

The purpose of these new appointments will 
be to provide a channel by which the business- 
man, his problems and the methods he can sug- 
gest for solution of those problems, may best 
reach the proper authorities in the national 
capital and the federal government. 

These regional consultants will act upon 
‘request, either of individual businesses or of 
' business groups. They have three main func- 
tions. 

“First, they will make available to business 
* executives and trade association officials all 
the information they have gained in Washing- 
ton. Second, they will present to Washington 
the attitudes and views of businessmen who 
have the task of keeping the national industry 
going and meeting its pay rolls. Third, they 
will make periodic reports on business condi- 
tions jn their regions and encourage study of 
industrial and commercial problems by private 
enterprise and by university schools of business 
and departments of economics.

Aviation Cadets 

The first unit of Aviation Cadets organized 
by the Elks following requests made at the 
grand lodge convention last July, has been 
formed by Atlanta Lodge 78, has been ac- 
cepted by the federal government and is ready 
to leave for training. 

Thus the Atlanta Elks’ lodge becomes the 
first in the nation to form such a unit. 

At the grand lodge meet a representative 
of the Army and Navy asked the Elks, nation- 
ally, to sponsor “refresher” schools in order 
that high school graduates between the ages of 
20 and 26 might refresh their mental work so 
they could pass the examinations for Aviation 
Cadets which the Army gives every three 
months. Likewise the Elks were requested to 
push the movement to interest college men, 
with two years or more credits, between 20 and 
26, to apply for admission in groups of 20, as 
Aviation Cadets. 

In addition to the group now ready to go 
into training the local lodge reports that, at 
Commercial High school, on four nights a 
week, for three hours each night a class of 55 
young men, high school graduates, are taking 
a “refresher” course. They have already pass- 
ed their physical examination and are getting 
ready for the mental examination for air cadets 
to be given by the Army on November 12. 

Thus the Elks, as in the first World War, are 
taking an important place in national defense 
and preparation of the armed forces. It is but 
fitting that Atlanta, the home of Grand Ex- 
alted Ruler Judge John S. McClelland, should 
lead the nation in this work. |

Not Military Air Field 


It was rather surprising to read a few days 
ago that Army and Navy airplanes landing 
at Candler field could not come in in forma- 
tion because the field was not large enough. 
Yet Candler field is one of the country’s major 
airfields handling an enormous volume of com- 
mercial and private flying. 

There is a reason, of course, which lies in 
the inherent difference maintained in the con- 
struction of airfields in this country between 
military and commercial fields. Generally 
speaking, a military field is designed to permit 
formation takeoffs. Commercial fields, on 
the other hand, need maintain only runways 
necessary for single plane landings and take- 
offs. 

Candler field at present is too small. But 
it is being enlarged. At the same time it is 
rather. remarkable that any large American 
airport be allowed to maintain a condition 
which bars use of the field in an emergency 
for full military use. This would hardly be 
the case in Europe.

Debt-Free 


It is an excellent proposal, the plan of 
scholarships for 125 theological students at the 
Candler Theology School at Emory University.

Few men can become outstanding in their 
lifework if, year after year, they are worried 
by the specter of insolvency and no man can 
perform as good work under a load of debt as 
he could if he were debt-free.

Mr. Willkie announces plans to fight every 
isolationist member on his home ground in the 
coming election. Undoubtedly Mr. Willkie is not 
alone in this but is supported by elements in the 
party which are seeking vigorous, liberal leader- 
ship for a comeback. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


NOT ALL LOST WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Not all of the huge 
expenditures being made by the federal 
government for national defense and British aid will be charged 
off to nonproductive effort when the war ends. Just as the United 
States came out of the last World War with a new chemical and 
dye industry, and a new aircraft industry to help cushion the shift 
from a war to a domestic economy, the country will emerge from 
the present conflict with an imposing array of new enterprises that 
will be equally important to our industrial scheme of things. 
Prospects for such an industrial development offer the one 
bright spot in an otherwise gloomy post-war economic outlook. 
In the category of new industries, or old industries whose rapid 
expansion under the defense program is certain to have a bene- 
ficial effect on our domestic economy once world peace returns, 
may be included the following: Plastics, synthetic rubber, mag- 
nesium, aluminum, electric power, steel, and aircraft. 


THREE ARE NEW The first three items on the list represent 


, new industries in the sense that we had 
only a nucleus of production before the war started. The latter 
four—aluminum, electric power, steel and aircraft—while already 
forming a considerable part of our normal peacetime industrial 
activity, have been increased tremendously under the stimulus of 
the national defense effort. Still others will be added in time. 

The expansion that is taking place in the steel and aluminum 
industries illustrates the point. Before the outbreak of the European 
war our steel production capacity was, roughly, 86,000,000 tons 

annually; the new goal under the defense program is upwards of 
115,000,000 tons. The old production capacity for aluminum was 
some 286,000,000 pounds; the new goal is 1,400,000,000 pounds. 

Power production likewise is to be stepped up enormously under 
the ‘new program of the Federal Power Commission, which calls 
for a government expenditure in this direction of some $1,500,000,- 
000 through loans and otherwise. 


THOUSANDFOLD INCREASE But the greatest expansion of 


all among the old industries 
has taken place in the aircraft industry, which will probably show 
a thousandfold increase before the war is ended. 

Unlike the major part of war industries, production facilities for 
the group named can be utilized to good advantage when we re- 
turn to a normal peace basis. 

Synthetic rubber offers a good example of the type of new 
industries we seem certain to get out of the war. In times of peace 
the commodity is no particular problem to American industry. 
Natural rubber has been obtainable in the huge quantities needed. 
But in wartimes a different situation is presented, due to the fact 
that rubber has to be imported. 

Up until a comparatively few years ago, a cessation of sup- 
plies of natural rubber would have been sufficient to stop the 
wheels of most, if not all, of our industries, competent authorities 


have pointed out. Since then synthetic rubber has been adopted 
to thousands of manufacture uses, if the need should arise. | 


SYNTHETIC RUBBER PLANTS Recognizing the impor- | 


tance of the problem, gov- | 
ernment agencies have taken steps t only to acquire large re- 
serves of natural rubber, but to promote the development of a 
synthetic industry. Contracts have already been made with four 
of the big tire companies for the construction of synthetic plants at 
a cost of $2,750,000 each. Still another $7,464,000 has been allotted 
the Standard Oil Company of Louisiana for a new synthetic rubber 
production plant. 

Moreover, all manufacturers of synthetic rubber now have under 
construction substantial additions to their plants, so that by the end 
of next year we will have a capacity for producing about 5,800 long 
tons per month, which is believed to be considerably greater than 
Germany’s synthetic rubber capacity. In 1939, before the war 


started, the total American production was only some 2,200 tons— 
for’a year. ° 

Plastics is a new industry that promises to grow by leaps and 
bounds under the defense effort. When the return to normal pro- 
duction comes, much of our domestic needs in the nature of house- 
hold equipment, utensils, furniture and even aircraft is expected 
to be served by this industry. 

All of this new industrial development—new industrial expan- 
sion of nonmilitary facilities—will go a long ways in relieving the 
problem of shifting from a war footing to a peace economy, so our 
government economists say.

ONE WORD MORE

earlier in the week were 
wire-photo pictures of England’s newest fighter plane designs. 

They are just now getting into action. 

They were designed a little more than a year ago. 

That ought to be a simple little lesson for the hand-wringers 
who constantly are asking, “Why don’t we produce planes in a 
hurry? Or tanks?” : 

England, with tools, still had to wait a year from drawing- 
board to “the line.” 

This country, without tools, and, truth to tell, without designs, 
has done a miracle job. And is doing one. 

Germany got the jump in design. Only England had a design 
which was comparable. That was the Spitfire. 

Germany had a design which was superior in one respect. Her 
planes had better armor for the pilots. Her bombers were much 
superior to England’s. 

Germany had been in full production for at least five years, 
perhaps five and a half. One month makes a great difference. The 
first tank, for instance, requires five months. The next month each 
week produces five. Within three months each day produces five. 

Two thingsequickly became apparent in this war. 

One was that the race was to see which nation could get its 
planes highest in the air. The race was on for altitude. The second 
race was for speed and protective armor. And, in reverse, for more 
fire power to pierce the armor. 

In other words, planes had to be built which would go higher 
and carry more weight. 

This had one immediate effect. It sent Germans and Americans 
to their designing boards for planes and engines. 

Germany had a slight edge. She had been making everything 
else secondary to war for almost ten years. The wonder is the 
Germans didn’t have even more of a bulge. As it was, they were 
far enough ahead in materials, equipment, plans, strategy and train- 
ing, physical and psychological, to conquer the continent and all 
but overwhelm England in record-breaking time. 


OUR AIRACOBRA This country was out in front of any 


nation on earth in so far as speed and 
fire power were concerned. 

That was our Airacobra. 

It was of radical design and it was, and is, an advance. There 
was some jealousy about it in the “game,” but it has proved itself. 

Its engine was placed near the center of the plane, making it 
easier to fly. If, indeed, one can say one of those fighters is 
easy to fly. It takes a lot of pilot to fly better than 400 miles an 
hour and handle his guns. 

Its nose holds a 37-millimeter cannon. 
a half in diameter. 

On each side of the cannon is a .50-caliber machinegun., 

In each wing are two .30-caliber machineguns. 

A cannon and six machineguns make up a lot of fire power, 
That was, and is, our best interceptor plane. Remember that— 
interceptor. It has the most speed and the most fire power. 

It had more speed and more fire power than any interceptor 
in the world. It still is one of the greatest planes in the world 
and it still is the fastest. 

Now—back to the pictures, 

The English Spitfire showed FOUR cannons. 

Or 12 machineguns. 

It is designed to carry either set, the four cannons or the 13 
machineguns. The four cannon are 20-millimeter guns, 

You may be sure that our designers are busy—and that the 
German designers are sweating. 

Just as the designers of engines are sweating. Our streamlined 
engines are good ones, but they still are longer and heavier than 
they need be. A shorter engine, with more power, is being designed. 

We've got to keep on producing the designs we have. The new 
ones will come later. Some are having tools made now. Others 
still are being tested. 

Bell Aircraft is designing a new type Airacobra. A shorter 
engine will permit a shorter drive shaft. More fire power will be 
added. 

This war is moving fast. 
changed. Or modified.

The “critical altitude” (that altitude at which plane 
and motor gives the best performance) will demand more power, 
More power means larger engines. Designers demand less weight, 
It is a struggle. 

Ford has a revolutionary engine on test. It will not be ready, 
if tests are successful, for a year. Ford frankly doesn’t know, be- 
lieves it will be. If so, it will have a critical altitude of 30,000 
to 35,000 feet. This would be an amazing advance. Plenty of 
planes will fight at that altitude, but not at their combined best 
in power and efficiency. Other companies are designing new engines. 

We would have had a lot more medium tanks than we have now 
but for design and tooling. 

We had one design about ready to go to the machines when one 
of our observers came back from Europe with new ideas proved 
in the new warfare. It meant a new design. That happened twice. 
New designs. New tools. 

Remember that this war suddenly has demanded higher altitude 
engines, more speed, less weight, more fire power, more armor, 
One cannon gives way to four cannon.

5 British Cities 


Populous Cetners Hard 
Hit as Bombings Leave 
Many Casualties. 


LONDON, Friday, Oct. 3.—(#)— 
German ~ bombers blasted five 
British towns and raked streets 
with machinegun and aerial can- 
‘non fire in sharp attacks by the 
light of a harvest moon last night 
and early today. 

First reports indicated many 
casualties in the raids, which cen- 
tered on four towns in northeast- 
ern England and one on the south- 
east coast. 

Correspondents in northeastern 
England telephoned that heavy 
bombs split apart business build- 
ings in one town. As air-raid 
wardens and firefighters worked 
in smoke-filled streets, low-flying 
raiders straffed the area with ma- 
chineguns and cannon, 

Two bombers were reported 
shot down on the northeast coast 
and one in the Firth of Forth area. 
There was continual heavy fire 
from ground defenses during sev- 
eral hours of the raid on the 
northeast area. Rescue workers 
searched demolished dwellings for 
dead and injured. 

In the southeast raid the bomb- 
ers retreated from hot antiaircraft 
fire after a first attack only to re- 
turn while rescue workers were 
digging amid debris. This time 
they dived low, dropping salvos 
of heavy bombs in one of the 
strongest attacks the town has ex- 
perienced. 

Then the town was bombed a 
third time. The raiders apparent- 
ly crossed the coast miles away, 
wheeled inland, and screamed 
down on the town on their way 
out to sea. The blinding orange 
flash of explosions could be seen 
miles away.

The blast shook the entire busi- 
ness district, showering late after- 
noon shoppers with flying glass 
and debris. 

Several hours after the explo- 
sion at 4 p. m., Police Chief Oscar | 
Eyerman said he believed all oc- | 
cupants of the buildings had been | 
accounted for. Many shoppers 
were trapped by falling masonry | 
and a fire which broke out imme-_| 
diately after the unexplained ex. | 
plosion, | 

Carl Wagner, proprietor of a) 
meat market destroyed by 


the 
blast and listed at first as missing, 
later was found in a hospital. 

All available state guardsmen 
police and firemen were rushed 
to the scene to aid in the rescue 
work. At 8 p. m., City Engineer 
Ralph L. Rizer ordered digging in 
the wreckage stopped, saying a 
fourth building was dangerously 
near collapse. 

Firemen fought their way over 
a block littered heavily with 
debris to reach the burning struc- 
tures and quickly got the flames 
under control, but not before a 
dozen persons had suffered severe 
burns requiring hospitalization. 

The confusion in the center of 
the city was indescribable. Cries 
of shocked shoppers mingled with 
the screams of the injured and 
the sirens of ambulances and fire 
and police equipment.

Eyerman said at first he be- 
lieved the explosion might have 
occurred in a refrigeration unit, 
but he discounted this theory 
after investigation. There were 
strong ammonia fumes when first 
officers arrived.

F. R. Hammack,-:-agent in charge 
of the Atlanta bureau of the FBI, 
announced yesterday that he had 
been advised by Director John Ede 
gar Hoover that plans are- being 
completed for conducting FBI ci- 
vilian defense courses for police. 

The courses are the outgrowth 
of conferences between Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia, as director of 
civilian defense, and FBI Chief 
| Hoover, and will bé conducted by 
| FBI representatives who have been 
studying wartime conditions in 
England. 

Atlanta is otie of 55 cities in the 
United States and its possessions 
in which the schools will be held, 
Hammack stated. The first courses 
| will be given to police chiefs, sher- 
iffs and superintendents of state 
police and state patrol organiza- 
tions and members of their exece 
utive staffs. 

“It has been found that in Eng- 
land the policemen and firemen 
and the air raid precaution per-
